Judge Green takes Magwood appeal under 


advisement , will announce sentence on Oct.2 


Convicted murderer Billy Joe 
Magwood returned to Elba on 
Wednesday morning, Sept. 17, for a 
re-sentencing hearing, and following 
approximately 20 minutes of 
proceedings. Judge Riley Green 
stated he would take the request for 
a lesser sentence under advisement 
and would continue the hearing on 
Oct. 2. at which time he will 
announce Magwood's new sentence. 

Magwood, convicted on June 2, 
1982. for the death of Coffee County 
Sheriff Neil Grantham, was 
originally sentenced to death in the 
Alabama electric chair, but has 
continually appealed the sentence, 
and on Aug. 12, 1986, was granted a 
re-sentencing hearing by the United 
States 11th Court of Appeals in 
Atlanta. 

At Wednesday's hearing, as has 
been his defense throughout the 
drawn-out appeals process, 
Magwood asked for a lesser sentence 
on grounds that the original verdict 
of capital murder was contrary to the 
law and the evidence presented 
concerning the mental stability of 
Magwood. Attorney J.L. Chestnut 
of Selma argued Wednesday that 
Magwood was not mentally stable at 
the time of the murder and 
requested the court grant his client a 
lesser sentence, such as life in 
prison. 

Coffee County District Attorney 
Joel Folmar argued that evidence 
provided at the original trial had 
proved that Magwood was 
competent at the time of the murder

Seat belt usage up in Alabama 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Health, Office of Health Promotion 
ind Information, recently conducted 
surveys to determine the level of 
child safety seat and sext belt usage 
in Alabama The surveys are 
conducted every six months in the 
major metropolitan areas of 
Birmingham, Huntsville, Mobile and 
Montgomery. 

Surveys were also completed in 
medium size cities, small size towns 
and rural areas to assess the usage 
rate of a definable 
Alabama's population. 

Statewide usage of seat belts 
continues to show an_ increase. 
Presently usage is 19.4 percent, up 
from the 10.4 percent recorded in the 
first seat belt survey of May, 1983. 
Auburn was noted as having the 
highest usage rate of 29.6 percent, 
while Cullman was observed to have 
the lowest usage rate of 6.8 percent. 

The latest survey reported child 
safety seat usage to be 27.6 percent. 
Prior to the mandatory child safety 
seat legislation in July, 1982, safety 
seats were utilized by only eight 
percent of the children in Alabama.

According to Jim McVay, 
director of the Office of Health 
Promotion and Information, ‘‘The 
automobile accident is the leading 
cause of accidental death in 
Alabama. Child safety seats can 
reduce accidental death and injuries 
among children by 90 percent, while 
seat belts can cut the death toll and 
injury rate by half.” 

The 50 states and the District of 
Columbia have mandated the use of 
child safety seats, and these laws 
have been very effective in 
encouraging parents to buckle up 
their young children into safety 
seats 

Legislation mandating seat belt 


usage has been passed in 26 states. 
Such legislation is pending in one 
state, and several others have 
introduced bills requiring their use. 

Nationwide, approximately 
50,000 people lose their lives each 
year in automobile accidents. In 
Alabama some 892 persons were 
kiled and 38,010 others were injured 
in some type of motor vehicle 
accident in 1985. This figure 
represents a 5.1 percent decrease in 
fatalities from the previous year. 

Until Alabamians begin to use 
safety devices on short and long 
trips, motor vehicle accidents will 
continue to be a major cause of death 
and injury in our state.

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Nursing Home Spotlight 


September 18 already! The 
month is almost two-thirds gone. 
Whew - time flies! 

1 looked up the month of 
September in my much-relied-upon 
encyclopedia, and for us September 
babies, here are a few interesting 
facts: As we know it now, September 
is the ninth month of the year; 
however, it was the seventh month in 
the old Roman calendar, and its 
name comes from the Latin 
‘“‘septem,’’ meaning ‘‘seven.’’ It 
became the ninth month when Julius 
Caesar changed the calendar to 
make the yaer begin on January 1 
instead of March 1. September has 
always had 30 days. 

September symbols: The 
morning gloty is the flower for the 
month, and sapphire the gem. 

So this third week in September, 
our nursing home spotlight shines on 
Mrs. Louvenia Pearl Gatlin Lunsford 
who is only 97 years old, but very 
soon to be 98, the Good Lord willing. 
I tell you - she is a most young- 
looking and -acting 97-year-old lady! 

Her physical body is delicately 
frail, but she has a good, strong 
voice; her hearing, | thought, is 
excellent for someone her age; her 
eyesight isn’t what she would like it 
to be, but mentally she is quite alert 
and very talkative and vocal. She is a 
feisty, independent spirit with zest 
and energy and unquenchable 
courage and fortitude! She was in 
‘fine form’’ at our visit and it really 
was a treat meeting her! 

As she put it, ‘‘When I get better 
and get out of this place, I’m going 
back home and live with Joel,’’ (her 
only child). And you know, I 
wouldn't be surprised at all if that 
came true for Miss Pearl! 

She was born November 8, 1888, 
at the home on Brantley Highway, 
just four miles above Elba, one of 
nine children of Mr. and Mrs. Jessie 
Gatlin, Mrs. Gatlin being the former 
Olivia Ophelia Walker. Mr. Gatlin 
was a farmer. 

The eight brothers and sisters of 
Miss Pearl's, all of whom are 
deceased, were: 

Ella, who lived on the Brantley 
Highway and was married to. Lundy 
Davis; 

Poca, who lived near Mt. Gilead 
Church and was married to Walter 
Farris; 

Ruth, who lived on the Brantley 
Road and was married to Jim Sellers; 

Missouri, who lived in Elba on 
the Old River Road and was married 
to Monroe Wise; 

Jerry, who lived on the Brantley 
Road and was married to the former 
Lila Deal; 

Judge, who lived near Opp and 
was married to the former Alice 
Moore; 

Joel, who lived in Jack and was 
married to the former Deecie 
Flowers; and - 

Johnny, who lived in Elba with 
his wife. 

Loving names, we questioned 
Miss Pearl as to how her sister 
‘‘Missouri’’ came by her name, and 
she replied, ‘‘I don’t know - I guess 
Mama just liked the name."’ 

Miss Peatl and her siblings 
received their education at the 
‘Bowdoin and Lee schoolhouses,”’ 
and when asked where they were 
located, she told us, ‘‘Across Pea 
Creek."’ Ring a bell with any of you 
oldsters, or bring back any fond 
memories? Those are two more 
names of long-ago and forgotten 
schools that we can add to our list. 

It appears that, years ago, Coffee 
County had a fair number of schools, 
the reason being, I would surmise, 
transportation being so sketchy that 
it was almost imperative that each 
community have its own one- or two- 
or perhaps three-room schoolhouse. 

On December 22, 1908, Miss 
Pearl wed Mr. Green Franklin 
Lunsford, who was called ‘‘Frank.”’ 
He was born July 23, 1883, in Dale 
County and was one of seven 
chidlren born to Mr. and Mrs, John 
Wesley Lunsford. Mr. John Wesley 
was a farmer. 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. 
Frank, all of whom are deceased, 
were: 

Perse, who lived in Milton, Fla., 
and was married to a lady named

Mrs. Louvenia Pearl Gatlin Lansford

working and doing something.” 


Miss Pearl's other son was the 
late John Wesley Lunsford, who was 
married to the former Callie Mae 
Hudson, an Elba native. Miss Callie 
still lives in their home on Rt. 3, 
Elba. 

Before his death from a_ heart 
attack at the age of 62, Mr. Wesley 
was employed with Dorsey Trailers. 
They were the parents of one child, a 
daughter, Sara. 

Sara is a teacher, residing in 
Titusville, Fla. She and her husband 
Fred Little are the parents of two 
children, Russell (‘‘Rusty’’) and 
Felicia (‘‘Sissy’’). Rusty has two 
children. ; 

Miss Pearl’s third child was a 
daughter named Louise, who never 
married. She passed away in 1962. 

The grandchildren and great 
grandchildren affectionately call her 
“Granny’’ and Mr. Frank was 
lovingly called ‘‘Granddaddy.”’ 

Mr. Joel remembers his mother 
as being ‘‘strict with us children, But 
she loved us very much. I remember 
when they lived in Newton, they kept 
a milch cow as long as they legally 
could; you know - until it was 
banned. She had a pretty good 
temper,’’ he said, when asked if 
Miss Pearl was easy-going or 
quick-tempered, and added 
laughingly, ‘‘She’s still got it!’’ 

Miss Velie remembers her 
mother-in-law thusly: ‘‘She was a 
good-hearted woman - a _ good 
person,"’ 

Miss Pearl, in the course of our 
conversation, looked up at me with 
faded and dimmed blue eyes, and 
said something so achingly sad: 
“I've seen lots of change; and 
nobody's done any harder work than 
I have! Did you know - I sawed rail 
timber and split timber and built rail 
fences? I helped my daddy do that. 
They were working at a sawmill,’’ 
she said, in answer to. a question as 
to what her brothers were doing at 
the time. 

Continuing, she said, ‘‘We 
worked all the time! Planted cotton, 
corn, peanuts, oats and cane.”’ 

When asked which she preferred 
- working outside or inside the home 
- she quickly told us: ‘'I’d rather 
work out-of-doors any time!”’ 

Her memories of Christmas? 
‘‘We just got one apple and one 
orange apiece, and sometimes we 
got a stick of candy. And, one time I 
got a doll.”’ 

When asked what she and her 
brothers and sisters did for enter- 
tainment 80-odd years ago, she said, 
‘‘We went to peanut shellings; 
most!y we stayed home. We used to 
go to dances, square dances,”’ 

When asked if she liked dancing, 
she laughed and enthusiastically’ 
replied, ‘‘I sure did! I danced two 
cotillions.”’ 

Not being real familiar with a 
‘‘cotillion,’’ we asked what it was, 
and she told us it was a dance where 


home, she gave a firm, quick 
answer: ‘‘No, I sure don’t!” 

She came to the nursing home 
March 25, 1986, and her roommate is 
Mrs. Mamie Murdock, whom we met 
in our column last week. 

We told her she was just a little 
over two years away from receiving a 
birthday card from the president 
on the occasion of her 100th 
birthday, and laughing, she told us a 
certain doctor had promised her a 
party when she reached her 100th 
birthday, ‘‘and by golly, he sure 
might have to come across!'"’ Are 
you listening, Dr. Cooper?! 

We laughed and told her we were 
going to put that in the newspaper, 
and she laughed and said, ‘'No, 
better not - wait ‘til 1 have my 
birthday!"’ 

Miss Pearl is a Methodist whose 
church membership is at Hamm 
United Methodist Church located on 
the Brantley Road. 

She told us her favorite color is 
‘red and white - I love red and 
white; | like all flowers - they’re hard 
to beat! Fall - when it's just right 
and not too hot and not too cold; 
Christmas is my favorite time;’’ and 
as for hobbies: ‘'I liked to do it all - 
sewing, cooking, working with 
flowers, quilting. I’ve pieced many a 
quilt and I did love to do that!”’ 

When we inquired about her 
favorite foods, she gave us a whole 
list of them! Let’s see: ‘‘turnips, 
collards, eggs, potatoes, fried 
chicken, and fried whole egg 
between a biscuit - that’s good 
eating - dressing, dumplings."’ 

Teasing her, we remarked that 
she must like just about anything to 
eat and replied she, ‘'I’m not fussy - 
about my eating I'm not.”’ 

Miss Pearl's wish? Again, a 
poignant statement: “T don't 
know,’’ pausing and adding, ‘‘Well, 
if it wouldn't be wrong, I'd wish for 
all my family to be back.”’ 

Her advice to the younger 


generation -- similar reminders 
given by our other residents, 
timeless, sound, good advice --: ''Go 


to church, mind your parents, go to 
school and work hard.’ 

Changes in this lady's life? ‘‘l 
don't know how I'd change it.”’ 

We left Miss Pearl eating her 
supper and fussing a little bit about 
it. Bless her heart, | guess she (and 
I too!) would have preferred some 
good ole fresh turnips and/or 
collards, right Miss Pearl? Or an 
egg fried whole between a big ole 
homemade ‘'‘cat's face’’ biscuit 

W really enjoyed our visit with 
this refreshing lady. Why don’t you 
stop by for a few minutes’ chat with 
this lively and entertaining lady?

The Elba City Council met 
Monday at5 p.m. All members were 
present and voting. The meeting 
was opened with a prayer by council 
member Jack Prescott. 

Police Chief John White reported 
all was routine. They had one drunk 
at the ballgame Friday night. but 
since the county jail was full, they 
escorted him home. White and 
Mayor Bob English explained-to the 
council that in the new city budget, 
they were eliminating the position of 
investigator. This position has been 
empty since the resignation of the 
last person to serve in that slot. Also 
White reported that Freddie 
Hatichey has returned to the force as 
a patrolman 

Bids were opened from private 
contractors on the pickup of garbage 
and trash within the city. There 
were three bidders submitting 
envelopes; however, one noted it 
wasn't practical for them to parti- 
cipate at this time and submitted a 
‘No Bid.’ Two other firms did bid. 
They were Waste-Away and 
Scientific Industries. Waste-Away, 
with offices in Montgomery and 
Dothan, entered a bid price of 
$137,462 for all residential and small 
commercial. This averaged out to a 
cost of $6.88 per unit, per month. 
They also guaranteed they would 
charge no more than $1.73 per cubic 
yard of the 20 large commercial 
customers in Elba. The one 
alternate in the bidding was with 
Elba furnishing a dry landfill within 


Commission cuts $338,000 from county budget 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept. 22, at the courthouse in Elba 
and approved a balanced budget for 
the 1987 fiscal year that included 
cutbacks totaling almost $350,000. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
reported that the commission had 
put in a lot of long hours working on 
the budget and had a lot of problems 
working out a budget that everyone 
in the county could live with and that 
the county could afford. Eagerton 
stated several items were cut from 
this year's budget, including 
commissioners’ trips to state and 
national conventions, special 
appropriations to outside agencies 
and courthouse renovation, The 
budget also failed to include any pay 
raises for any county employees, an 
item all commissioners -felt was 
needed, but could not be granted 
due to a serious cutback in state and 
federal funding. 

“The overall budget _ totals 
$338,663 less than last year,'’ stated 
Eagerton, ‘“‘and it is a balanced 
budget. We don't plan to borrow 
any money to supplement the budget 
and all department heads will have 
to work hard to make sure they stay 
within their budgets because there 
won't be any bailing them out.” 


Monday's meeting began at 9 
am,, with all commissioners 
present, and the initial order of 
business was to open a number of 
bids on various items. 

Five insurance agencies entered 
proposals for the county's health 
insurance coverage, including 
Golden Rule HumanaCare Plus, 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield, Under- 
writers Services of Alabama and the 
Alabama Association of County 
Commissioners. The commission 
listened to two presentations before 
agreeing to table the aw arding of the 
bid until Monday, Sept. 29, to allow 
all bidders an opportunity to present 
a verbal explanation of their policies. 

Tractor Equipment Co. and 
Burford Equipment Co, were the two 
bidders on a landfill compactor to be 
used at the county landfill, and the 
contract went to Burford with a low 
bid of $113,677 

Only two of the county's banks 
offered proposals for being named 
county depository of funds and after 
discussing each proposal the 
SouthTrust Bank of Coffee County 
was named depository of all county 
funds for the coming year. 

While the commission agreed 
that all county funds would be placed 
at SouthTrust, a continuing problem 
of where the county revenue 
commissioner places the funds from 
his office was again hotly debated. 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns, although an elected official of 
the county, who handles county tax 
revenue, has refused in the past to 


use the bank designated as the 
county depository, and after being 
called Monday reportedly told the 
commission he would continue to 
place the funds from his office where 
he pleased and not comply with the 
wishes of the commission. 

Burns received a controversial 
attorney general's opinion several 
years ago that stated he did not have 
to follow the wishes of the 
commission concerning the place- 
ment of funds from his office, and 
since has reportedly banked with 
The Peoples Bank of Elba. 

The commission was unanimous 
in its opinion that Burns should place 
all funds from his office in the county 
depository and stated it was costing 
the taxpayers of the county money 
for Burns to place funds in a bank 
that mav not offer the advantages of 
the bank chosen. 

The commission discussed the 


placement of county funds at length 
and decided to again seek Burns’ 
cooperation in the matter. 

In ‘other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: . 
*** authorized Commission 
Chairman Marion Brunson to sign all 
paperwork concerned with the 
extension of the water lines of the 
South Crenshaw County Water 
Authority; 
*** disqualified the bid of Mid-South 
Machinery on the compactor because 
the bid was received 25 minutes late; 
***ooreed to send out bids on a 
rotary boom cutter and on numerous 
items for the highway department; 
#**a reed to do road Work on a rural 
road near Asbury and work at the 
New Hope Cemetery involving water 
problems; 
«kK dopted a resolution ex smpting 
CONAGRA from county taxes for a 
period of 10 years on scheduled 


improvements costing $1 million 
(providing tax savings of $3,000 
annually); 

***was told that a hearing on the 
condemnation of the Boyd property 
would be held on Oct. 6; 

***aoreed to present a resolution to 
Sara Hutchinson upon her retire- 
ment after 30 years of service with 
the county extension office; 
***heard that renovation work would 
be done on the circuit clerk's office 
within the month of October, using 
$22,000 in state funds; 

***was told that the elevator at the 
Elba courthouse would be operation- 
al this week; 

***was told the county had been 
selected to be the pilot county in a 
planned statewide computer service. 


The next regular commission 
meeting will be on Monday, Oct 13, 
in Enterprise. 


Georgia man enters guilty plea 


One of three Georgia men 
accused of capital murder in con- 
nection with the July 25, 1985, 
abduction, robbery and shooting 
death of a Glenwood man pleaded 
guilty this week to a reduced charge 
of murder in Coffee County Circuit 
Court in Elba. 

Richard Steven Adams, age 18, 
of Tolbert County, Ga., entered the 
guilty plea on Tuesday, Sept. 23, and 
the court accepted the plea on the 
condition that Adams testify against 
his two alleged accomplices in the 
murder-for-hire scheme. In making 
the plea, Adams agreed to dismiss 
his appeal of his certification, w aive 
application for treatment as a 
youthful offender and testify against 
his co-defendants in the case 

The district attorney's office 
recommended Adams receive a 
25-year prison sentence for his part 
in the alleged murder; however, 
acceptance of the recommendation 
was postponed until a sentencing 
hearing could be held, 

Adams was one of three Georgia 
men indicted by the Coffee County 
Grand Jury in October of 1985 in 
connection with the abduction, 
robbery and murder of James 
Edward Nelson, age 55, of the 
Glenwood Community, Nelson had 
apparently been abducted by two 
masked men at his home during the 
early morning hours of July 25, 1985, 
after the men reportedly broke into 
the rural residence and demanded 
money. Nelson's body was found 
that same day beneath the Conecuh 
County bridge, about six miles from 
his home, and it was determined that 
Nelson had been shot in the head. 


Adams and Timothy David 
Stubbs, age 17, of Manchester, Ga., 
were arrested in connection with the 
murder on August 2, 1985, and after 
their arrest the two confessed to 
killing Nelson and stated they had 
been hired to do the killing by Easton 
Darris Mullis, age 43, of Harris 
County, Ga., for $10,000, According 
to testimony ata preliminary hearing 
on Sept. 20, 1985, Mullis’ ex-wife, 
Virginia, had been living with Nelson 
at the time of the murder. 


Stubbs and Adams were certified 
to stand trial as adults on three 
counts of capital murder, while 
Mullis and his estranged wife were 
later arrested after a month-long 
search, Mrs. Mullis was charged 
vith unauthorized use of a vehicle 
ind released on bond, while Mullis 
was charged with murder-for-hire 
and has been housed in the Coffee 
County Jail since his arrest. 

Adams and Stubbs are in the 
Houston County Jail in Dothan. 


Dossey seeks new trial 


A rural Crenshaw County man 
sentenced to 99-years in prison for 
murdering his wife returned to court 
on Monday, Sept. 22, in an attempt 
to prove that his wife's careless 
handling of a gun could have been 
the actual cause of death, 

Roy Loid Dossey, age 35, a 
former helicopter _— pilot, = was 
convicted in March, 1985 for the 
shooting death of his wife, Mary 
Dossey, during a hunting trip on 
Jan, 1, 1984 near the Dossey home in 
the Henderson Community. 

Dossey filed a motion with Judge 
Arthur Gamble claiming that his 
attorney Garth Lindsey was 
ineffective in the original trial 
because he did not attempt to move 
the trial from Crenshaw County and 
did not use information about how 
Mrs. Dossey handled firearms. 
Dossey told the court that he had 
informed Lindsey of remarks made 
by neighbors concerning his wife's 
carelessness with guns,’ but stated

that Lindsey indicated the informa- 
tion was not important. 

Lindsey, who took the stand for 
almost an hour of testimony at 
Monday's hearing, told the court 
that the reports of Mrs. Dossey's 
carelessness with guns was just 
hearsay and defended his decision 
not to move the trial out of Crenshaw 
County because “If he had any 
friends it would be in Coffee 
County.” 


When asked by Dossey's new 
attorney, Mike Blalock, if Mrs. 
Dossey’s death could have been 
accidently, Lindsey _—reportedly 
answered loudly ‘There ain’t no 
way. 


Dossey remains a suspect in the 
drowning death of his 9-year old 
daughter, Mary Marcelle Dossey, 
who drowned in a neighbor's pool 
near the Dossey house two years 
prior to Mrs. Dossey's death.

A stack of petitions calling for a 
vote on the wet-dry issue in Elba was 
presented to the city council by local 
citizen Charles Zimmerman. The 
lists contained 485 names, according 
to statements from Zimmerman to 
the city council. Mayor Bob English 
noted that there were 1062 voters 
who cast their vote in the last city 
election and the law requires 25 
percent of that number must sign a 
petition to vote on the legal sales of 
liquor, 

The citizens of Elba may vote on 
the matter following the passage of a 
law in the Alabama _ legislature 
allowing municipal option in counties 
with towns of more than 6,000 
population. 

If and when any town of more 
than 6,000 approve such sales, then 
cities with a population of more than 
4,000 may also hold such a vote. 
Enterprise voted to legalize the sale 
of alcoholic beverages immediately 
following passage of that law. This 
allowed Elba citizens to do the same. 

English explained that the city 
clerk must check and certify the 
names to insure there are 266 Elba 
voters on the list. This must be done

within the next week, as the time is 
short for getting on the November 4 
ballot. The law doesn't allow for a 
special election on this matter and it 
must be held with a general election 
If approved, it will simply read: ‘‘Do 
vou favor the legal sale and distribu- 
tion of alcoholic beverages in this 
municipality?”’ Voters will either 
pull the yes lever or the no lever. 
Then if approved, the city council 
will set up guidelines to control the 
sale of the alcoholic beverages 

English reported the last sales 
tax check was for $33,946. He also 
promised to submit a proposed 
budget to the council within the next 
few days, noting the time was 
drawing close to adopt the budget 
and a special meeting was possible 
to adopt this budget.
